You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said 
town on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 


Ist. To choose a Town Clerk, three Selectmen, Town 
Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, and one or more Fish and 
Game Wardens, three Highway Commissioners, and all other 
necessary town officers and agents for the year ensuing. 

2d. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer, Board of 
Selectmen, Agents, and Committees, or other officers hereto- 
fore chosen or appointed, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

3d. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the support of schools, for laying out and repairing highways 
and bridges, and other necessary charges arising in said town. 

4th. To choose two Trustees for the Public Library, one 
for one year to fill vacancy, and one for three years. 

5th. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
four hundred dollars annually for lighting streets in said town. 

6th. To see if the town will vote to build a receiving tomb 
at South Hooksett in Martin’s cemetery and raise and appro- 
priate moncy for the same. 

7th, To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for the support of the Public Library. 

Sth. To transact all other business which may come before 
said meeting.

“REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD, 


Another school year has been completed, and in 
accordance with the usual custom,. your committee beg 
leave to submit the following report for your considera- 
tion. 

The amount accomplished and the results attained 
have been reasonably satisfactory, and it is evident to the 
interested observer that the standard of our schools is 
being surely raised. ‘This is what each member of the 
school board who has a right conception of his duty, 
and every teacher who is worthy of the position she 
occupies, will earnestly labor for and seek to bring 
about. 

We refer to the present list of teachers with pardon- 
able pride. Asa whole they are intelligent, competent, 
and enterprising. The successful teachers of to-day are 
those who use all available means of acquiring the know- 
ledge and mental training that fits them for their work. 

Our schools have been largely a continuation of last 
year’s, and have been conducted along much the same 
line, with the exception of the school on the River road, 
which has been united with the village school, giving 
the scholars a better chance to improve in their studies, 
it being the smallest school in town, having only six 
scholars. 

The school board has added one more school-house 
to the list, having built the much needed one in the 
Neal district, and have a school with seventeen scholars.

Several changes have been made in the text-books 
during the year. Books which were not well adapted to 
the average pupil being displaced by new ones, in all 
respects up-to-date books. 

The report shows at this date quite a large ‘sum in 
the hands of the treasurer, that sum will all be used 
when the schools are closed all being in session at this 
time. . 

We have been able to continue the school thirty-four 
weeks this year. 

Your committee however recommends that the appro- 
priations for the coming year be more liberal for repairs. 

In closing we would call the attention of those parents 
who for trifling excuses or careless indifference are al- 
lowing their children to remain away trom school, to the 
law provided for compulsory attendance. 

Our school board experience reveals the fact that while 
there are a few of the class just mentioned the larger 
proportion of our citizens are in close sympathy with the 
common schools and alive to their interests.
